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Flexible days, instructor workshops:

Since’ the introduction of the flexible calendar at SAC, the 
overtone has been, “What will instructors do with the 
additional workdays mandated by the state?” 

Beyond that, another question not yet explored is “How 

will the summer session. be affected by the change?” 


With the new flexible : calendar, ‘the fall semester is 
scheduled to begin Aug. 29, and the last day of classes will 


be Dec. 13. Students will complete finals on Dec. 21 and enjoy 
a vacation free from study. 


School will then reconvene: for the spring semester on _ 


Jan. 24, and finals will end on May 24. 
The state mandates that the instructional staff be offered. 
175 workdays. The new scheduling falls short by 15 days. 
These days have been dubbed “flex days.” 
Beside the required departmental meetings and individual 
projects, . instructors might, through the medium of 


. workshops, learn how to manage stress and burnout. 


< They may choose to learn who to use the TV studio which 
will be introduced to SAC’s curriculum next year. ; 

Workshops on financial planning, individual fitness 
assessment, cardiopulmonary resuscitation and first aid will 
be offered. : 

A broad scope of the workshops will be directed toward 
the usefulness of the computer in teaching. Coordinator 
of Computer Assistant Instructors, John Luxenberg, who 
has beenassigned toteach the workshop, “How Computers 
Can Enhance Your Teaching,” said instructors should: be 


interested in learning how, computers can streamline their 
effectiveness. à 
“Let’s face it,” he said, “computers are here to stay. So, if 


we want to keep up with the rest, we’re going to have to learn ` 


how to live with them.” 

According to Luxenberg, computers can store tests, print 
` them for handouts and make up several more by scrambling 
‘questions or deleting or adding single words. 

In addition, computers can even grade. 

“You can have students take tests over the terminal and 
the student can have the results in his hand before he leaves 
the room,” Luxenberg said. - 

With so much. to benefit. from flex days, should any 
instructor be displeased with the curriculum? 

_ Dean of Instructional Services Betty Mills said, “There 
are mixed feelings about the ‘Flex Days,’ but most 
instructors are thrilled to have the extra days.”. 


According to Mills, the major argument of those - 


instructors who do not appreciate flex days is still, “What 


l benefit is there in taking away from the period of 


instruction?” 


Mills contends, “If the universities can complete 
doctorates in 160 days, then SAC can finish AA’s.” 
Instructors must attend a minimum of. 14 flex days. 


Meanwhile, students welcome the new flexible calendar. 

“I think’ it’s good,” said Valerie Pryer, newly elected 
president of ASB. “It puts us.more on the. university 
schedule.” 

Monica Hayden, full-time student at SAC, said, “I like it 
better because of the time factor. It puts uson the university 


ges under examination 


schedule, which is good for the students who will transfer.” 

According to Hayden, students wishing to transfer on the 
old schedule will usually finish a semester at SAC while 
beginning a new semester at a university. : 

But opinions among students differ slightly on the 
question of how to handle summer sessions. 

While some think that two sessions might be a nice idea, 


‘most prefer the current eight-week schedule. 


Full-time student: of science .and math Jenny Henry 
prefers the one eight-week class and a long break. 

“By compacting classes, you lose a lot of detail,” she said. 

Henry believes it would be impossible to cram calculus or 
physics into a four-week session. pa 

Hayden said, “Keep the summer schedule the way it is and 
allow students to take two or more courses. Then give usa 
break before and after the summer session.” 
© Pryer just said, “Give us a break.” 

Also a shorter session might eliminate students receiving 
financial aid from taking summer classes. 

“VA students must take a minimum of six units per 
semester to qualify for financial aid,” Henry said. “It would 
be impossible to meet that requirement if summer classes 
were four weeks.” . 

Design Graphic Arts Coordinator Sue Groetsch feels the 
present session length meets the needs of the majority of the 
people. 

“We should stick to the one eight-week schedule and wait 
until June to begin so that we can accommodate high school 
students and other students on the old schedule” Gro tsch 
said. è Š

A meeting was held Wednesday 


to vote on a decision to merge the | 


bargaining unit. with a professional 
labor union, specifically the 
California Teachers Associa- 


‘tion.(CTA). 


However, the vote did not meet 
the required two-thirds majority 
needed to adopt such a policy, so 
affiliation is not evident-at this time.

Tuition bill defeated in state Assembly

Governor. George Deukmejian’s proposed first 
ever community college fees of $100 per year for full- 
time students and $60 for part-timers appears to have 
met with sufficient opposition to be defeated. In 
addition, measures have been taken to provide $234 
million more in state aid than Deukmejian is offering 
for the coming fiscal year. 

The funding package approved by the Senate on 
May 20, SB851 by Senator Alfred Alquist (D-San 
Jose) does not indicate by what, means the revenue 
will be collected. 

The other bill approved by senators, SB813 by 
Senator Gary Hart (D-Santa Barbara), would raise 
$700 million in taxes. It includes a two-year, 1/4 cent 
boost in the 6 cent sales tax,- higher levies on 
cigarettes and alcoholic beverages, and a 5 percent 
surcharge on corporations with net incomes of $10 
million or more. s 

It would also repeal the sales tax exemption for 
candy and gum. 

However, the proposal’s supporters face trouble in 


- ‘lining up GOP votes in the Assembly and in overriding 
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a possible Deukmejian veto. 

Later in the week, the Assembly introduced a bill 
which would raise nearly $470 million for the state and 
$333 million for local governments. 

Known as Deukmejian’s loophole - closing tax plan, 
it would accelerate property tax collections on new 
buildings, accelerate collection of income taxes taken 
out of pay checks by employers, eliminate the income 
tax deduction for gasoline taxes and increase horse 
racing license fees. 


Rather than charging sales tax on each video game, 
the bill would put a flat, annual $100-per-machine fee 
on each. It would also remove the tax exemptions for 
candy sold from vending machines. 


Decisions on the state budget must be made by 
June 15 at rule by the constitution. However, SAC 
President Bill Wenrich pointed out, “The legislature 
had only met that date once in the last five years.” 

Apparently, there is no penalty dicated in the 
constitution for not making the dealine. 

“If the only way out of the state fiscal problems is to 
impose tution, then we would strongly petition for the 
financial aid to needy students, for raised revenue to 
go to the college, and for an allowance to.be made in . 
the event of an enrollment drop,” stated Wenrich.

Penguins move from | 
the icy South Pole

Penguins normally reside in the icy Antarctic, some 10,000 miles 
away. Sea World has built them a new home, which opens tomorrow, 
right -here in sunny Southern California. 

- The facility is the only one of its kind in the world, and is headed by 


corporate curator Frank S. Todd. 


There are three different exhibit’ areas to view at the “Penguin 


Encounter.” 


First, the Antarctic exhibit, which displays six different types of 
penguins. Although penguins love sub-zero temperatures, it isn’t 
necessary to dress warm before visiting them. : 

The penguins are housed in their own re-created miniature 
environment that simulates the Antarctic. Viewers are escorted past 
their area, first by a moving ramp. Here you get a quick view of the 
penguins swimming, standing, walking and doing what penguins do. 

If you want to spend more time in the area, there is a viewing 
platform with seats behind the ramp. You can sit leisurely and watch 


how penguins live. 


. It’s great fun to pick out achick, watch it swim and try to jump out of 
the water on to the ice. Sounds easy, but for a baby penguin it may 
take three or four trys. The crowd gets caught up in cheering on their 


favorite. 


The more adult penguins can be ovserved standing very still, in 


groups or by themselves. 


The second exhibit, the Alcid, houses Puffins, Murries and Auklets. 
Do not be confused, these are not penguins. Rather, they belong to ; 


Stay and observe the Alcids swim, 
rocks.

The last exhibit, ‘an outside display, has temperate Humboldt 


penguins, a threatened species. 


The Humboldts are unusual. Unlike other penguins they prefer the 
warmer climate and can be observed swimming or just standing 
around. The “Penguin Encounter” offers a:rare opportunity to see 


penguins without traveling to the South Pole.
